WASHINGTONlIna new book on the origins 
of the war in Iraq, Washington Post assistant 
managing editor Bob Woodward reports that 
in early 2002 the CIA concluded covert action 
could not remove Saddam Hussein. The Iraqi 
dictator was organized to stop a coup and 
the CIA realized it would have a hard time 
convincing Iraqis that the United States was 
serious about getting rid of him. 

The only way to establish credibility was 
by making it clear the United States planned 
to invade. And for the invasion to be success- 
ful the agency was going to have to work hard 
to find new intelligence sources. 


With President Bush’s approval, the CIA 
developed a plan to work with anti- Saddam 
opposition groups and conduct paramilitary 
operations inside the country. Woodward 
writes in “Plan of Attack,” which is being 
excerpted in the Post this week. 

That July a team of CIA operatives estab- 
lished abase in northern Iraq. By the fall, it was 
handing out tens of millions of dollars in $100 
bills to recruit informants within Hussein’s 
regime. Their information was so good that 
the CIA’s name for them was ROCKSTARS. 


Meanwhile, Congress asked the CIA to 
develop a National Intelligence Estimate 
on Iraq’s weapons of mass destruction. 
CIA officials decided the report should not 
be equivocal — Hussein, they said, had the 
weapons. But when CIA Director George 
J. Tenet and his deputy John McLaughlin 
presented the president “The Case” on 
WMD, Bush was not convinced. “I’ve been 
told all this intelligence about having WMD, 
and this is the best we’ve got?” he said. 

“It’s a slam- dunk case” Tenet insisted. 
“Don’t worry,” he said, “it’s a slam dunk!”

Rice Denies Report 
On War Decision 


Says January discussion 
on Iraq misinterpreted 
in Woodward s book 

WASHINGTON | National security 
adviser Condoleezza Rice forceful- 
ly disputed on Sunday an assertion 
that President Bush decided in early 
January 2003 to invade Iraq, three 
months before official accounts say 
the decision was made. 

The statement, in Washington 
Post reporter Bob Woodward’s new 
book about the run-up to war, is 
“simply not, not right,” Rice said. 

Bush told reporters at a prime- 
time news conference on March 6 
that a U.N. Security Council reso- 
lution authorizing action was days 
away. Ten days later, having failed 
to win approval, the resolution was 
withdrawn, and the assault began 
March 20. 

Rice did not deny the private 
conversation between her and Bush 
just after New Year’s Day in which 


Woodward said the decision was 
made, but she said the writer had 
misinterpreted what was said. 

“[President Bush] said, ‘No, I 
think we probably are going to have 
to go to war. We’re going to have to 
go to war.’ And it was not a decision 
to go to war,” Rice said on CBS’s 
“Face the Nation.” “That decision 
he made in March, when he finally 
decided to do that.” william c. mann (ap)

GRAND FORKS, N.D. | A day after the 
five -month search for University of 
North Dakota student Dru Sjodin 
ended with the discovery of her 
body, the campus community 
reacted with a mixture of mourn- 
ing and relief Sunday. 

Sjodin, 22, from Pequot Lakes, 
Minn., was last seen alive Nov. 22 
at a Grand Forks shopping mall. 


Her body was found Saturday in 
a ravine near a county road north- 
west of Crookston, Minn. 

Gamma Phi 
Beta, sponsored a candlelight vigil 
for students Sunday night. 

Alfonso Rodriguez Jr., the man 
charged with kidnapping Sjodin, 
could face a federal murder charge 
now that her body has been found. 


Rodriguez, 51, a convicted sex offend- 
er, has pleaded not guilty. He was 
arrested in December and is jailed 
in Grand Forks on $5 million bail. 

Attorneys familiar with the case 
said Saturday it was likely federal 
prosecutors would take over for a 
murder case. Sjodin was last seen 
in North Dakota but her body was 
found in Minnesota, indicating the 
crime may have crossed state lines.

Kerry Blasts Bush Policies 


President is ‘stunningly 
ineffective’ at foreign 
relations, Democrat says 

MIAMI I Democrat John Kerry on 
Sunday accused President Bush 
of being “stunningly ineffective” 
at foreign policy and stuck by his 
argument that the war against 
terrorism isn’t primarily a mili- 
tary struggle. 

Kerry, in a wide-ranging inter- 
view on NBC’s “Meet the Press,” also 
stood by his promise to create 10 
million jobs and halve the deficit 
in his first term if elected, though 
he conceded that soaring red ink 
could squeeze some proposals. 


The Massachusetts senator and 
presumptive Democratic presiden- 
tial nominee pressed his argument 
that Bush, the Republican incum- 
bent, went about the Iraq war in 
a way that has left the United 
States and its troops shouldering 
too much of the burden. He said he 
would build an international alli- 
ance to share the responsibility for 
rebuilding Iraq. 

“I think this administration has 
proven, frankly, stunningly ineffec- 
tive in diplomacy,” Kerry said, cit- 
ing Bush’s policy change on Israel 
last week. 


Kerry rejected the suggestion 
that he’s been inconsistent on Iraq 
because he voted for the congres- 
sional resolution 
that authorized the 
use of force, and 
against $87 billion 
in additional fund- 
ing for the war. 

Bush campaign 
spokesman Steve 
Schmidt said Kerry’s appear- 
ance “was filled with inaccu- 
racies, attacks and pessimism 
toward the future of the country.”

Festival at 
Iowa College 
Sparks Riot 

AMES, IOWA I A yearly festival near 
the Iowa State University campus 
turned riotous early Sunday when 
more than 1,000 people vandal- 
ized cars, broke storefront win- 
dows and tore down street lights, 
police said. 

Officers broke up the crowd 
with tear gas and arrested about 
30 people on charges ranging from 
disorderly conduct to assaulting a 
police officer, police said. 

About 20 people received treat- 
ment for minor injuries at a nearby 
hospital, mainly for skin and eye 
irritations from the tear gas. 

There were no estimates of prop- 
erty damage Sunday, but police said 
the damage was “extensive.”

Duke Tells Drowsy Students: Sleep In 


DURHAM, N.C. I Duke University is 
eliminating 8 a.m. classes and try- 
ing to come up with other ways to 
help its sleep -deprived students, 
who too often are struggling to sur- 
vive on a mix of caffeine, adrenaline 
and ambition. 

The school is also considering 
new orientation programs this fall 
that would help freshmen under- 


stand the importance of sleep. 

Lack of sleep among college stu- 
dents is an old problem, but one that 
appears to be getting worse, accord- 
ing to some national surveys. 

College students sleep an average 
of six to seven hours a night, down 
from seven to seven and a half in the 
1980s. Last month, the University 
of Michigan held a national confer- 


ence on sleep, stress, depression and 
college students. Sleep deprivation 
can hurt academic performance and 
increase stress levels. 

James Clack, Duke’s director of 
counseling and psychological ser- 
vices, said the latest research shows 
that college -age people should be 
getting nine hours of sleep a night. 
Duke wants students to consider 
adequate sleep a part of overall

Mourners flood streets 
at funeral of leader 
killed in Israeli attack 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Hamas 
threatened “100 unique reprisals” 
against Israel for killing its leader, 
Abdel Aziz Rantisi, as hundreds of 
thousands of mourners flooded the 
streets Sunday. 

Rantisi and two of his body- 
guards were killed Saturday when 
two missiles struck the car they 
were traveling in. 

Hamas chose a replacement for 
Rantisi on Sunday, but did not dis- 
close his name — a sign that Israel’s 
systematic campaign to wipe out 
the Hamas leadership has put 
the Islamic militant group on the 
defensive. 

Rantisi’s killing set off demon- 
strations — some of them violent 
— across Gaza and the West Bank, 
as well as in Arab countries. In the 
West Bank, Israeli troops shot and 
critically wounded a 14 -year-old 
Palestinian boy in a clash between 
stone throwers and soldiers. 

Israel rebuffed international 
criticism for the killing, saying 
Rantisi was targeted because he 
directed Hamas attacks against 
Israelis and was planning more. 
Hamas has claimed responsibil- 
ity for dozens of suicide bombings 
in Israel, killing hundreds. 

Many Palestinians held the Uni- 
ted States responsible, howev- 
er. “The Palestinian government 
considers this Israeli terrorist 


campaign to be a direct result of 
American encouragement and the 
total American bias in favor of the 
Israeli government,” said Palestinian 
Prime Minister Ahmed Qureia. 

Palestinian officials are furious 
with President Bush for sidelining 


them and backing Israel’s demand 
to retain parts of the West Bank. 

In an interview with ABC, 
Bush’s national security adviser, 
Condoleezza Rice, denied that Bush 
gave Sharon the go-ahead for the

Iraqis Not Ready to Take Over Security 

Bremer lays out reasons U.S. troops should stay 


BAGHDAD I Iraqi security forces will 
not be ready to protect the coun- 
try against insurgents by the June 
30 handover of power, the top U.S. 
administrator said Sunday. 

The unusually blunt comments 
from L. Paul Bremer came amid 
a weekend of new fighting that 
pushed the death toll for U.S. troops 
in April to 99, already the record 
for a single -month in Iraq. 

The military had always planned 
to remain after June 30, when the 
U.S. is to hand over sovereignty to 


Iraq. But Bremer said the fight- 
ing across the country this month 
exposed the depth of the problems 
inside the security forces. 

“Early this month, the foes of 
democracy overran Iraqi police 
stations and seized public build- 
ings in several parts of the coun- 
try,” he said. “Iraqi forces were 
unable to stop them.” 

“It is clear that Iraqi forces will 
not be able, on their own, to deal 
with these threats by June 30,” Bre- 
mer said in a statement, lee keath (ap)

Spain’s Troops to Leave Iraq 


New leader cites lack of U.N. control as reason 


MADRID, SPAIN | Spain’s new prime 
minister ordered his country’s 1,300 
troops pulled out of Iraq as soon as 
possible Sunday, fulfilling a cam- 
paign pledge to a nation still recov- 
ering from terrorist bombings that al 
Qaeda militants said were reprisals 
for Spain’s support of the war. 

Jose Luis Rodriguez Zapatero 
issued the abrupt recall just hours 
after his government was sworn in. 


saying there was no sign the United 
States would meet his demands for 
staying in Iraq — United Nations 
control of the postwar occupation. 

In a five-minute address at the 
Moncloa Palace, Zapatero said he 
had ordered his defense minister to 
“do what is necessary for the Spanish 
troops ... to return home in the short- 
est time possible.” 

Zapatero’s Socialist party won 


the March 14 election amid allega- 
tions that outgoing Prime Minister 
Jose Maria Aznar had provoked 
commuter-train terrorist bombings, 
which killed 191 people on March 
11, by backing the war in Iraq. 

The announcement was a set- 
back for the United States, which 
was eager to maintain an interna- 
tional veneer on an increasingly 
besieged coalition force domi- 
nated by the 130,000 U.S. troops.

Investigators Search for 
Clues to Kosovo Shootout

PRISTINA, SERBIA-MONTENEGRO I 
Investigators searched for evidence 
and interviewed eyewitnesses 
Sunday in an attempt to find out 
why a Jordanian U.N. police offi- 
cer opened fire on U.S. correctional 
officers in Kosovo, killing two. 

The Jordanian officer was also 
killed in the shootout Saturday at 
the U.N.-run prison in the northern 
town of Kosovska Mitrovica. 

The shooting was the latest shock 
for the U.N. mission in the province, 
which is still grappling with the fall- 
out from violent clashes last month 
between ethnic Albanians and Serbs 


that killed 19 and injured more than 
900 in Kosovska Mitrovica. 

It is still unclear what sparked 
the shooting between officers from 
the police and correctional units of 
the U.N. mission. Ten Americans 
and one Austrian were also injured 
in the violence. 

Officials denied rumors that a 
quarrel about the war in Iraq had 
sparked the gun battle. But a U.S. 
police officer serving with the U.N. 
mission said the shooting was “clear- 
ly an attack against Americans.” The 
officer, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity, did not elaborate, (ap)

U.S. Teen Killed in Bus Crash 

A bus carrying American teenage 
soccer players overturned in a ditch 
east of Paris on Sunday, killing a 16- 
year-old boy and seriously injuring 
three others.

Isabel Continues 
To Affect Region 


Health officials warn 
that 2003 storm could 
clear path for West Nile 

WASHINGTON I Hurricane Isabel 
could continue wreaking havoc 
this year by promoting the West 
Nile virus and providing extra 
fuel for forest fires. 

Virginia health officials say 
the thousands of trees uprooted 
by Isabel left thousands of holes 
— potential puddles in shady areas 
that will become perfect places for 
mosquitoes to breed. 

Although West Nile season 
doesn’t begin until summer, offi- 
cials already are encouraging land- 
owners to fill in holes. 

Agnes Flemming, Norfolk’s 
environmental health manager. 


said homeowners should fill in 
root -ball holes in their neighbor- 
hood and empty water in contain- 
ers around their property, includ- 
ing gutters. 

“It only takes a teaspoon of 
water to cause damage,” she told 
The Washington Post. 

Forestry officials say they expect 
forest fires this year to be larger and 
burn longer because of all the debris 
on the ground, which provides both 
fuel for a fire and an obstacle to get- 
ting firefighting equipment into the 
woods. As many as 1 million trees 
came down in Virginia. 

The number of West Nile cases 
has been rising nationally in the 
past five years, but the number of 
people who contracted the disease 
in Virginia fell from 29 in 2002 to 
25 in 2003.

Montgomery Eyes Canadian Drugs 


ROCKVILLE, MD. | Some members of 
the Montgomery County Council will 
recommend that the county purchase 
drugs from Canadafor employees and 
retirees to save money, defying the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration. 


Tom Perez, a council member, 
is pushing to establish a voluntary 
program for current and former 
employees to fill their prescrip- 
tions in Canada, where drugs can 
cost as much as 70 percent less than 


they do in the United States. 

Perez, who chaired a committee 
that will release its report on the issue 
Monday, said that the law surrounding 
the matter is “muddled.” He also said

SINCE YOU ASKED 


Q l’m 5 feet, 6 inches tall and 
while I can reach the overhead 
handrail on Metrorail cars, I lack the 
strength to keep a good grip. Have 
hanging loops been considered? 

A Yes, but Metro opted not to 
add loops to its next shipment 
of rail cars because they would 
block the view of electronic signs 
that show upcoming stops and 
could get in the way of passengers, 
said Pat Porzillo, chief engineer in 
Metro’s department of operations. 

But hang in there. The next 
shipment of rail cars (expected 
by February 2006) will have more 
than 46 feet of handrail on the 


walls near doors in L-shapes or 
vertical bars that are closer to 
the ground, Porzillo said. Those 
will replace the floor-to-ceiling 
handrails to make more room for 
wheelchairs and bikes, and give 
you a handhold that’s easier to 
grab. 

Overall, the new cars will have 
44 percent more handrail that 
Metro hopes will encourage riders 
to move toward the center of cars, 
rather than crowding the doors. 
Cars will lose two to four seats, 
but gain room for 12 to 18 standees.

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Few Testify on Fare Hikes 


Most who comment 
oppose Metro s plan 
to increase rates, fees 

WAS H I N GTO N I Metro officials heard 
from fewer than 500 people — about 
enough to fill just five rail cars — 
during public hearings last month 
on proposed increases in fares and 
parking fees that would take effect 
the last week of June. 

Although 264 people attend- 
ed the nine hearings throughout 
the region, only 124 spoke up, and 
another 355 people commented 
through e-mail or letters, officials 
said last week. 

Board members are considering 


the increases in an effort to raise 
at least $23 million to balance the 
budget for the coming fiscal year. 

Few riders said they understood 
the need for increased rates, and 
some at Metro said the timing of the 
hearings didn’t help: They came on 
the heels of a rush-hour fire on the 
Red Line and news that Metro may 
have lost millions through alleged 
thefts by parking lot cashiers. 

More than 85 percent of those 
who commented on fares for rail, 
bus and Metro’s service for the dis- 
abled, as well as parking charges, 
opposed any hikes — and as many 
as a third of them threatened to 
ditch mass transit and take to the 
roads, officials said. 


Complaints centered on service 
reliability, Metro management and 
employee courtesy. 

Metro has estimated a second 
consecutive year of fare increases 
could cost the system more than 
15,000 daily subway riders and 
almost 12,000 daily bus riders. 

There was support, though, for 
raising money through other means, 
such selling advertising on bus shel- 
ters and putting ATMs in some rail 
stations. Fewer supported movie- 
style ads inside rail tunnels or video 
monitors for buses and rail cars. 

Metro also floated ideas for fare 
increases scheduled at intervals of 
one or more years, which drew little

MBAS I According to stereotype, 
business students should be single- 
minded in their pursuit of money. 

But don’t tell that to Daron 
Horwitz, who spent his spring 
break visiting schools in Iraq that 
will be helped by a nonprofit group 
he and other students formed at 
Northwestern University’s Kellogg 
School of Management. 

In recent years, say experts, the 
curricula at business schools across 
the country have been placing more 
emphasis on ethics, nonprofit work 
and social responsibility. 

For Horwitz, 29, the inspira- 
tion to start a nonprofit came a 
year ago, after the fall of Baghdad. 
Soon after, he was approaching his 
peers to help him form their orga- 
nization, Americans Supporting 
Iraqi Students. 

Other MBA students elsewhere 
say they, too, want to use their 
degrees to make a difference. 

Stephani Kobayashi Stevenson, 
for instance, made the decision to 


attend business school while she was 
volunteering with the Peace Corps 
in Papua New Guinea. 

“It changed my life to see the dev- 
astating effects of globalization, as 
well as the ramifications of poor 
business decisions,” said Stevenson, 
who is 28 and an MBA student at 
Georgetown University. 

Christina Murray, who’ll gradu- 
ate this spring with her MBA from 


Babson College, has accepted a job 
at Project Place, a Boston nonprofit 
that helps homeless and low-income 
people find jobs and housing. 

Murray said she used to think 
that her business background would 
be a liability in the nonprofit world. 
But she soon discovered that chari- 
table organizations are increasingly 
looking for business types to help

A new DVD player’s 
software cuts out 
the sex and violence 

E D I T I N G I People wanting to mute the 
foul language in “Seabiscuit” or skip 
the violence in “The Patriot” have a 
new option — a DVD player from 
RCA that filters “objectionable” con- 
tent with software from a company 
called ClearPlay. 

Thomson, which owns the RCA 
brand, will sell the players in some 
Wal-Mart and Kmart stores as well 
as on Wal-Mart’s Web site starting 
this month despite facing a legal chal- 
lenge from Hollywood. 

The DVD player will ship with 100 
filters for movies such as “Daredevil” 
and “Pirates of the Caribbean: The 
Curse of the Black Pearl.” 


Filters for newer releases are avail- 
able each week through a monthly 
subscription of $4.95, though getting 


them into the player is cumbersome. 
The filters are downloaded over the 
Internet and burned onto a CD for 


transfer to the DVD player. Various 
filters are then created in four broad 
categories: violence; sex and nudity; 
language and “other,” which includes 
explicit drug use. 

The filters can then be further 
adjusted: Under language, for 
instance, viewers can filter for six 
levels, including “Vain Reference to 
Deity” or “Strong Profanity.” 

No filters are created for extra 
content, including bonus scenes 
and documentaries, and for mov- 
ies where violence is central, such 
as “The Passion of the Christ,” no 
filter will be created at all. 

Hollywood studios are not cov- 
ering their eyes — or holding their 
tongues. The Directors Guild of 
America and some film studios 
filed a lawsuit in 2002 against 
ClearPlay and a Colorado video 
rental store, CleanFlicks, which 
uses its own software to decode a 
DVD, alter it for content, then burn 
a new, edited version, back onto a 
DVD for rental.

Jam Band Has a Ball 


Widespread Panic 
calms down for a 
tight, nuanced album 

M U S I C I For a band like Widespread 
Panic, which uses the happenstance 
groove of a live show to guide them 
in the studio, an album of never- 
before -heard tunes like its latest, 
“Ball” (Sanctuary), is more than 
bold, it’s an outright risk. 

Through seven albums, the 
Georgia boys of Panic have refined 
and revamped their songs through 
live performances long before record- 
ing an album. 

“Ball” hasn’t had that vetting, but 
the songs on the band’s first album 
since band member Mickey Houser 
died of cancer two years ago are pal- 
pably refined. 

On most tracks, it is a greater 
attention to nuance and refine- 
ment that differentiates this Panic 
album from any other. 

“Thin Air (Smells Like 
Mississippi)” has the same Southern- 
rock sentiment laid over a backdrop 



of Caribbean drums that Panic has 
long played. But it feels smoother 
and seamless, even for a band that 
plays tighter than most. 

“Sparks Fly” carries the momen- 
tum. It’s a riff- driven ballad with a 
late-1970s, early-’80s rock ’n’ roll feel 
that’s easy to bob your head to. 

There’s no faulting Widespread 
Panic for denying their fans a song 
until an album hits the shelf But it’s 
hard to say if Panic’s most avid fans 


will embrace a song if it’s released 
before they hear it in a show. 

As a testament to that, the most 
exciting moment on the album is 
actually hidden. Tacked onto the 
album’s end, it’s 10 -plus minutes of 
a psychedelic rough studio cut. There 
are no lyrics and no format, making 
it a memorable finale. 

Even in the structure of the stu- 
dio, it seems the jam lives on.

Biologist and author DAVID GEORGE 
GORDON was online Friday to discuss 
his “Eat-a-Bug Cookbook” and haute 
cuisineofthecicada. The insects will 
soon beflooding the D.C. area. 


At what time of day do the cicadas 
emerge and molt, since the “soft 
shell” form is a bit more appealing. 

Cicadas typically emerge early 
in the day. So set your alarm clock 
and keep your eyes peeled. And yes, 
the softshells are the tastiest, worth 
waiting 17 years for a taste. 

I think you have to be sick and 
demented to eat insects. We are 
supposed to live in a civilized cul- 
ture — so act civilized. 

Sick and demented? Tell that to 
the rest of the world’s cultures — 
Mexico, South America, Australia, 
Asia and Africa — where people 
routinely eat bugs. I bet you eat 
hotdogs. Now that’s sick! 

How many cicadas would I have to 
eat to equal the fullness of, say, 
eating another protein, like a ham- 
burger or a piece of chicken? 

Pound for pound, chicken and 
cicadas are equally protein-rich. 
The catch, though, is that much of 
the cicada’s protein is tied up in its 
body armor, which is indigestible 
by people. You could call it rough- 
age, I suppose. To answer your ques- 
tion, you’d probably need to eat a 
few dozen cicadas to get your mon- 
ey’s worth, protein-wise. 

So the bug-eating on the show 
“Fear Factor” is like a little side 
dish to you? 

I’ve been called twice by produc- 
ers of “Fear Factor,” looking for new 
dishes to gross out their contestants.
